The infestation is mainly pre­ 
dom inant in seven

counties and said to be threatening 
the Pecos Valley in New Mexico 
end Southeastern Arizona. 
It also 
exists in Northern Mexico. 
The bill would authorize the 
tablishm ent of similar “ non-cot­ 
ton” zones in other states where 
boll worm infestations appear.

Dates for the fifty-third an­ 
nual convention of the association 
to be held in Houston next year 
were fixed as March 19, 20 and 21. 
Houston was selected as the 1929 
contention city at the last conven 
lion of the association in Amarillo. 
The committee went on record 
regarding livestock memorial build­ 
ing and agricultural engineering 
building for A. and M. through its 
adoption of the report of its advis­ 
ory committee on A. and M., mem­ 
bers of this committee having been 
named a year ago from the per­ 
sonnel of the executive committee 
to look into the needs of the col­ 
lege and 
recommended 
steps in 
which the association could render 
assistance. 
This advisory commit­ 
tee met here Monday, inspected the 
college and conferred 
at

with President T. O. Walton and
